Yankee hero of the fighting Free 
army, Lieutenant Jack 
Hasey, the only American holding

Gaulle, returned home today, tired, 


badly wounded, glad to be home, 
but eager to fight again either 
for Free France or for his own 
United States.

Mass., soldier was met by his par- 
ents, Mr. and Mrs. Fred Hasey, | 
as he arrived at LaGuardia Field | 
by airplane from Miami, wearing 
the blue uniform of the 
French and green and black rib- 
bon of the First Order of Libera- 
tion—the highest decoration for 
bravery awarded. by 
Charles de Gaulle. 

Wounded at Damascus. 

Livid scars on the right side of 
his face bespoke the nature of his 
wounds, even before the slight, 


duced to tell in his hoarse whisper 
about some of the things that have 
happened to him. 

At Damascus, on June 21, he 
said, his right jaw and his larynx 
were shattered by machinegun 
bullets 

As a result, his voice comes now 
through a steel tube inserted in his 
neck, just underneath his chin. 

Long before the Damascus bat- 
tle, Hasey was a war casualty. In 
March, 1940, while he headed an 
ambulance unit on the Finnish 
front near’ Lake Ladoga bomb 
sprinters shattered his right fore- 
arm.

“Here We Stay!” 

For many centuries, English-speaking 
peoples have dreamed dreams and have seen 
visions. They have thought the same way; they 
have spoken their thougkts in the same 
janguage. And they have evolved a system of 
personal, political, religious and intellectual 
freedom which pleases them and which, please 
God, they intend to preserve. 

A thousand years ago a marauding band of 
Vikings made a landing on the coast of Essex. 
Byrhtnoth, alderman of Essex, liegeman of 
Athelred, marched against the invaders. Out- 
numbered, surrounded, all but overwhelmed, 
Byrhtnoth speaks: “Heart must be keener, 
courage the hardier, bolder our mood as our 
band diminisheth. Bitter shall rue it who turns 
his back on the battlefield now. Here I stay!” 

A thousand years later, Robert E. Lee writes 
to his cousin Markie, from Richmond, in June 
of 1865, when there was talk of his being hanged 
as a traitor: “It would be a great gratification 
to me to visit Europe, but there is much to 
detain me here. I am aware of having done 
nothing wrong and cannot flee.” Here I stay! 

Again, in the first World War, General Haig 
said: “Our backs are against a wall’; and the 
same words went out from the Lost Battalion, 
in perhaps more picturesque language, “Go to 
Hell'” And, more recently, the four hundred 
Marines on Wake Island, “Send us more Japs!” 
Here we stay! 

And so it is that President Roosevelt can 
gay to the congress: “Mr. Churchill and I 
understand each other’—for these two great 
representatives of two great nations speak in 
the same tongue the courage and the deter- 
mination that is understood and shared in by 
us all. 

The task that lies ahead of us, of all of us, 
is fraught with Churchill’s trinity of blood, 
sweat and tears, and it has to do with the 
terror that surrounds us in the heavens above, 
on the earth beneath, and in the waters under 
the earth. But in each and all of these situa- 
tions, as Robert Louis Stevenson reminds us, 
there is but one conclusion possible—that a 
man should stop his ears to paralyzing terror, 
and run the race that is set before him with 
@ single mind. 

This democracy which we intend to preserve, 
this way of life, this English Magna Charta, this 
American Bill of Rights—call it what we will, 
this intangible and yet very real something for 
which English-speaking people have for many 
centuries been willing to die—is not something 
that can be won at Maldon or at Valley Forge or 
in the Argonne, and lived happily ever after- 
wards. The democracy that was reborn nearly 
two thousand years ago in a manger with 
Jesus of Nazareth must be lived and fought for 
every day of our lives, in peace as well as in 


war. 

Today we are at war against aggressor 
nations who would destroy the priceless heri- 
tage of our race. To them our answer is what 
it has always been—shall we say “in our own 
family”: 

“We stand with the Marines on Wake Island, 
with the Lost Battalion in the Argonne, with 
Haig at the channel porcsts, with Lee after 
Appomattox.” Yes—and we stand also with 
Bryhtnoth at Maldon, for, like that one known 
to Horace, that one “who first entrusted a frail 
bark to the fierce sea, all of us in this time 
of supreme crisis know that we, too, are armed 
with oak and with triple brass. And we will 
not go hence! 

God grant that with the coming of peace 
we will never again believe that freedom and 
tranquility can be won on any battlefield and 
then lived happily ever afterwards. Let us 
never forget the lesson of the past twenty 
vears—that the way of life which we call 
democracy must be fought for every day of 
our lives—in peace as well as in war.

Some of the best war news we are receiving 
nowadays comes from China. The armies 
under Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek have not 
only succeeded in battling the Japanese for 
better than four years, they are today on the 
offensive and scoring important § successes 
against our common enemy. 

There are tremendous possibilities inherent 
in the successes of the Chinese. Recently re- 
ports have told of the transfer of Chinese units 
to Burma, the first time in centuries China has 
sent troops beyond her own borders. 

If those Chinese in Burma can join with 
British forces from India, they will be in po- 
Sition to strike at.the Japanese flank in Thai- 
land and Indo-China, Such a move would 
threaten to cut off the Japanese armies now 
in Malaya and might result in saving Singa- 
pore as well as driving the Japs out of Thailand, 
eventually. 

Furthermore, continued Chinese successes 
along the coast could well make poSsible the 
establishment of Allied air bases which, strik- 
ing from the Chinese mainland, could not only 
attack Japan proper but also the important 
Jap bases on Formosa and Hainan. 

If, with the aid of Chinese manpower and 
Allied war supplies, the ABCD powers are once 
able to halt the Japanese offensive moves, the 
Allies will be in position to assume the offen- 
sive themselves, and turn their forces against 
the vulnerable Japanese mainland and wreak 
payment for the treachery at Pearl Harbor 
and for the inhuman bombing of Manila. 

It would be altogether according to the fit- 
ness of things, justly retributive, if the main 
factor in the ultimate downfall of Japan should 
be the Chinese army, which has done such 
heroi¢ deeds in defense of its homeland for

SINGAPORE MAY HOLD WASHINGTON, Jan, 13.—It Is a 


mistake to rush to the conclusion 
that Singapore is as good as lost owing to the Japanese attack on 
the Dutch East Indies and the further withdrawal of British troops 
on the Malay Peninsula. 

How long Singapore can hold out depends upon the amount of 
reinforcements from Britain and the United States receiVed in 
time. With enough, Singapore should hold out indefinitely. 

A main object of the latest Japanese thrust in further encircling 
Singapore with sea and air power is to prevent the arrival of rein- 
forcements.. When the Japs found that our bombers were already 
in action in Philippine waters, they took prompt counter-measures. 

We have the Wake Island story of a closed event, but one day 
we shall have more detail of the first chapter of the bold adventure 
of our Army Air Corps. 


U. S. BOMBERS EN ROUTE More Army bombers are on the 


way to meet the crying need of 
Singapore for more air power. They have to fly halfway around 
the earth. Measure off distances on a world map and yours is as 
good a guess as any outsider’s as to how far they have to go to 
reach their destinations. They cannot proceed by a direct route 
since they have to stop at airdromes for refueling. 

As we know, fighter planes, with their shorter nonstop range, 
cannot accompany them.

You Expect a Soft One

As this is written, American and native forces in the Philippines 
are still fighting the invading Japs, but their situation seems hope- 
less. They can’ get no reinforcements, no more guns or planes or 
ammunition, while the Japs can pour in as many men as they need. 
The 400 Marines on Wake have been overpowered after one of the 
most gallant stands in history; helpless Guam has been taken; Hong- 
kong has fallen after a hopeless fight against overwhelming odds; 
the situation at Singapore is desperate. 

All of this, except the plight of Singapore, was expected and 
discounted by our military leaders. 

But Japan's surprise attack, plus the fact that we waited for her 
to strike the first blow, and thus enabled her to lay in vast reserves 
of oil and great stores of scrap steel (we shipped her as much as two 
million tons of scrap in a year) has resulted in making our situation 
very serious. 

Japan had her troops massed in strategic positions for a knockout 
blow. She had learned her lesson from Hitler, while we had learned 
nothing from the fate of his victims. Now the Japs fight near home, 
while we must move 8,000 to 10,000 miles to strike a blow. And if 
they win control of the whole China sea area, our supply of vital war 
materials will be shut off. 

We get most of our mica for electrical work from India. 

We have little graphite, and many of our ships with graphite 
cargoes were caught at sea. 

We get almost half of our tungsten from south China. 

Half of our chrome, much of our copra and virtually all of our 
hemp comes from the Philippines. 

Over 90 per cent of our tin comes from the China sea area. 

And of course nearly all of our rubber has been coming from 
over there. 

We can get along without Philippine sugar, but it will mean a 
loss of over a million tons a year. 

All of this gives us no reason to despair. But if we are too 
arrogantly and ignorantly optimistic or too cowardly to face the 
hard truth, our situation-will become. desperate. 

We have played the fool once. Now the job of winning will 
take everything we have, and we've got to realize it and do our 
utmost every moment. Cheerful optimism that encourages slack 
effort or waste of time is inexcusable folly.

A number is 
allocated. He is lost from the 
columns of society and remains in 
this state until he reclaims his, 
you might say, human existence, 
his franchise—yes, his citizenship, 
until by his contrite actions he has 
proved he can be trusted back into 
the annals of society, back into the 
realms of rehabilitation and back 
into the association of his one- 
time friends. 

As an act of wisdom, and more 
especially during these trying days 
of WorldWar crises, would it not 
be commendable for the American 
press to sabotage the three Axis 
countries—and, instead of desig- 
nating them by their names, be- 
fore the brutal savagery (Decem- 
ber 7, 1941), Japan, Germany and 
Italy, could it not be just a com- 
mon by-word or phrase—“The 
Common Enemy’— or —“The En- 
emy’’, and not give them even the 
semblance of eulogy by comparing 
them to what these countries 
stood for in times past?

WASHINGTON, Jan. 13.—(P)— 


‘Don’t reduce city taxes, Marriner 


S. Eccles of the Federal Reserve 
Board urged the United States 
Conference of Mayors today, even 
though the war boom business may 
make present levies yield more 
revenue than needed. 

If cities reduce taxes, he ex- 
plained, they will nullify the ef- 
forts of the federal government 


‘to forestall inflation by increasing 
| federal taxes. 


Eccles advised the mayors to use 
any excess revenue for retiring 
their public debts or to invest it 
in federal securities “and help win 
the war.” 

Eccles also told the 10th annual 
conference that tax-free bonds 
were inconsistent with the federal 
fiscal policy. He said such issues 
“insulate” them- 
by exposing low-income groups to 
higher taxes. 

The conference long has fought 
proposals to remove the tax ex- 


emption from-municipal securities 
and Mayor Fiorello H. LaGuardia, 


of New York, declared that the 
opposition of the municipalities to 
such suggestions has not waned. 

Robert H. Hinckley, assistant 
secretary of commerce for air, urg- 
ed the mayors to set up aviation 
courses in local schools “and even- 
tually make us a nation of fliers 
so proficient no dictator again 
would dare attack us.”

Use Cast-Offs 


In Making 
Hooked Rug 


Rich, yet charmingly simple is 
an Early American hooked rug— 
and it’s versatile! 

You can easily make such a rug 
yourself, from woolen  cast-offs 
cut into 1-2-inch strips. You need 
no more equipment than a home- 
made wood frame, about 28 by 35 
inches, and a medium-sized rug 
hook! 

Start by tracing your design onto 
a piece of burlap slightly larger 
than the frame. A diagram guides 
you in sketching the ribbon and 
the flowers can be traced from 
magazines or seed catalogs. When 
you’re through, tack burlap to 
frame. 

Then for the hooking—actually 
the easiest part! You hold the 
strip to be hooked in your left 
hand under the burlap. Thrust the 
hook through the burlap, catch 
the strip and pull up through the 
burlap, leaving an end_ several 
inches long dangling on the right 
side. 

Next, skip a couple of threads 
of burlap and insert hook again, 
this time pulling up a 1-4-inch 
loop; skip another two threads 
and pull up another loop, Con-

More Than Freedom

WASHINGTON, Monday.—In the current issue of “Parent’s 
Magazine” they give their second annual report on the nation’s 


children. 


There is a general recognition of the grave responsibility 


of providing our children, in this war crisis, 
with the services necessary to preserve for them 
in the future the things for which we today 


are fighting. 


The four freedoms will not mean much to 
them, if they are told that we have preserved 
them for .them, unless they are able to use 


those four freedoms. 


You cannot be a citizen 


in a democracy and feel confidence in your 
own ability to meet the future unless, in your 
childhood, the basic needs of every child are 
met, regardless of war conditions. 
The carrying out of this program to achieve ‘a: Sites 
this end lies largely in the hands of the Chil- *?##ee="NH 
dren’s Bureau, and the different health and welfare projects under 


Administrator McNutt. 


But I think it is the responsibility of the 


Office of Civilian Defense to see that the needs are recognized. 
They must have the backing of people in every community so that 
the defense councils will recognize the importance of meeting them. 

Such magazines as Parent’s Magazine can do a great deal to 
bring before the public the needs of the children and the respon- 


sibility of the public towards those needs. 


I hope that many other 


magazines and publications will also recognize this responsibility. 

I must tell you that the pageant on the contribution of the Negro 
people to the history of the United States, as given last night in 
the performance called “Salute to Negro Troops,” presented by 
the stage, screen and radio division of the Fight for Freedom, Inc., 
was most moving and thrilling. Any citizen of the United States 
must have been proud when Washington, Jefferson, Jackson and 
Lincoln each came on the stage and spoke their own message to 
their people, who loved democracy and liberty. 

It carried into one’s heart an emotion which must translate itself 
into a greater devotion to accept the challenge of this war, and to 
make of this nation the example which the founding fathers en- 
visioned, but which we have never completely carried out. 


A Well-Balanced Diet 


Builds National Morale 


By Dr. William Brady. 


The state of the teeth is primar- 
ily determined by diet. It will do 
no harm, even if it makes no im- 
pression on his mind, if the den- 
tist who questions this assertion 
would refer to “Nutrition and 
Physical Degeneration,” by Weston 
A. Price, D. D. S. (published by 
Hoeber of Harper Bros., 1940), be- 
fore he writes a scathing rebuke 
to the editor about the way the 
ignoramus conducting this column 


misleads the youth of the land. 

The relation of the diet to mor- 
ale may not be as obvious as is the 
relation between diet and the state 
of the teeth. Probably the majority 
of recognized nutrition authorities 
today would agree that diet direct- 
ly affects morale, but many of 
them would be disposed to con- 
sider further the question of the 
influence of diet on the state of 
the teeth. 

For one instance of the effect of 
diet on morale there is the recent 
request of government authorities 
that the millers and _ bakers 
throughout the country begin im- 
mediate using enriched flour and 
enriched bread in place of ordi- 
nary white flour and white bread, 
as a means of improving nutrition 
in the interest of national defense. 

Enriched flour is ordinary white 
flour to which has been added (or 
restored) certain amounts of the 
several vitamins and minerals 
(amounts specified by Committee 
on Food and Nutrition, National 
Research Council) which are re- 
moved and discarded in the mod- 
ern wheat milling process. En- 
riched flour and enriched bread 
made with such flour is a vast 
improvement upon ordinary white 
flour, although it does not entire- 
ly take the place of real whole 
wheat flour such as everybody in 
America used exclusively prior to 
the introduction of roller milling 
and bolting, about seventy-five to 
a hundred years ago. 

For a while I opposed the agita- 
tion or movement for the general 
use of enriched flour in place of 
ordinary white flour, because it 
seemed an inadequate compromise 
with the evil, and also because 
universal distribution, keeping and 
use of genuine whole wheat flour 
is out of the question. It will not 
keep well enough. Next best thing 
is universal use of enriched flour 
in place of ordinary white flour. 
Enriched flour looks and tastes 
practically the same as ordinary 


white flour, costs the consumer no 
Eases the soreness, | 


more, and keeps as well as ordi- 


nary white flour. It has all the 
cooking - qualities

For better nutrition, better 
health and better morale every- 
body should get simply enriched 
flour or bread.

Council.

Keep a Trim 
Figure 

For Better 
Health —

Alice Marble, director of physi- 
cal fitness for women in /.merica, 
says that streamlines are healthy. 
The modern figure—well devel- 
oped chest, supple waist and slim 
hips—is right in line with good 
physical condition. It goes with 
a normal amount of exercise. 

Miss Marble recommends walk- 
ing, bicycling, skating, skiing, all 
outdoor sports, including tennis. 
Get as much outdoor exercise as 
you can squeeze into your pro- 
gram. You should make it a rule 
to walk at least three miles a day 
in addition to your sports hobby. 

But these are busy times and 
the average woman needs a com- 
pact set of calisthenics to keep her 
in trim. Here is a quartet that 
will tone the abdominal muscles, 
firm the waist, trim the hips, and 
keep you young and supple. 


To Firm the Midriff. 

Position: Lying on back on floor 
with feet elevated on footstool or 
seat of low chair. 

Movement: Raise the hips off 
the floor until the body is in a 
| straight line from chest to toes. 
Hold for a second, then lower 
slowly. As soon as you can do 


' this rhythmically, make it more 


efficient by swinging arms up 
'from-the sides and back on floor 
| beyond the head. Do this as the 
|hips are raised. Swing arms back 
down at sides as hips are lowered. 
The important thing throu7hout 
the exercise is the upward pull of 
the abdominal muscles. Do not 
arch the back. Repeat 12 times, 
gradually increasing to 25. 

To Tone Hip Muscles. 

Position: Lying face down on 
floor, head pillowed on folded 
arms, legs straight down. 

Movement: Slowly raise leg 
from hip high in air. Keep knee 
straight. Slowly lower to floor 
and repeat with other leg. Con- 
tinue for 10 counts, later on 25. 

To Keep Supple. 

Position: Stand with feet par- 
allel and slightly apart, hands 
clasped on top of head.. Have hips 
still throughout movement, but 
have arms and shoulders relaxed 
to avoid tension. 

Movement: Bend sideward until 
'you feel a pull all along the outer 
curve of the waist. Keep body in 

perfect alignment as you bend. 
Don’t let hips or abdomen jut out. 
‘Return to erect. position, relax, 
and bend to opposite side. Repeat 
10 counts, later 20. This exercise 
should be performed slowly and 
| accurately. 

| To prevent tension, relax com- 
pletely between each exercise.
